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REMARKS 

The office action issued by the Examiner and the citation referred to in the office action 
have been carefully considered. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 8, and 10 - 14 are amended with this response. 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 7, and 9 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Claim 15 is newly added with this response. 

Claim Rejections 

The Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Publication 2001/0012204 to Sharrah et al. However, the Examiner indicated that claim 6 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations of the base claim 
(claim 1). Therefore, claim 1 has been amended to include the feature(s) of claim 6, and claim 6 
has been cancelled. Claims 4, 5, 8, and 10 should additionally be considered allowable since 
they depend from claim 1. 

Claims 11 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
No. 5,230,560 to Lyons. 

Lyons teaches the light source being a gaseous discharge tube or an incandescent lamp, 
such as a halogen lamp. Lyons does not teach or suggest the light source being a light emitting 
diode. The present application, however, provides for a device that can be used in or near 
flammable materials, which standard incandescent bulbs are unsuitable for. 

Claim 1 1 has thereby been amended to include "at least one light emitting diode mounted 
on a circuit board." It is respectfully requested that the rejection of claim 11 should be 
withdrawn. Similarly, the rejection of dependent claims 13 and 14 should also be withdrawn. 

Oath/Declaration 

The Examiner objected to the Oath/Declaration, stating that it was not executed in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.66 or 1.68. The Applicant has carefully examined the submitted 
Declaration and cannot identify any defect. The Applicant respectfully requests that the 
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Examiner provide more specific detail as to the defect. For the Examiner's reference, a complete 
copy of Response to Notice to File Missing Parts (including signed oath/declaration), as well as 
the Updated Filing Receipt evidencing completion of missing parts, are attached. 

It is respectfully submitted that all of the Examiner's objections have been successfully 
traversed and that the application is now in order for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration of 
the application and allowance thereof is courteously solicited.
